A new relief bill to authorize the 
issuance of bonds by Cook County 
to the amount of $17,000,000 (with­ 
out a referendum) was introduced 
in the Illinois House of Represent­ 
atives by Representative Michael 
Igoe Tuesday 
and hotly debated. 
The bill as prepared, was for a 
bond issue of $51,000,000, so that 
the funds would last until summer. 
Owing to opposition in conference 
of leaders, the 
amount was 
cut 
down to one-third the amount, in­ 
tended to last until the next (58th) 
General Assembly meets next year. 
The proposed bonds are to be re­ 
tired out of the general property 
tax, $1,000,000 on the principal, 
each year for 17 years. 
Mr, Igoe 
stated that it 
would mean extra 
taxes of about 4 cents on each $100 
of assessed valuation. 
The entire 
$51,000,000 which it is anticipated 
will be needed in Cook county for 
relief work by next summer, would 
require from 7 to 12 cents on the 
$100 valuation, County Comptroller 
Michael O’Connor 
stated, 
in re­ 
sponse to inquiries. 
Mr. Igoe said his bill had the ap­ 
proval of Governor-Elect Horner, 
Mayor Cermak of Chicago, and Em­ 
met 
Whealan, president of 
the 
county board. Present funds of the 
Emergency Relief commission, to be 
provided out of the gas tax, will 
be exhausted 
in 
November, Mr. 
Igoe stated; and that the Recon­ 
struction Finance Corporation, has 
decided to make no more loans 
to the state until it does something 
to help itself. 
How to get money on the bonds, 
if and when issued, was a subject 
for discussion. Rep Schnakenberg 
(Rep.) is

“How are you going to sell these 
bonds? You couldn’t sell a $2,000,- 
000 county bond issue. The bankers 
would not make one bid for them. 
The county had to give bonds to 
the grocers it owed, in lieu of 
cash. I have no apology to make 
for opposing this bill. It does not 
come from Chicago or Cook county. 
It comes from a resort in Indiana.”

Arlington Heights 
Postal Savings 
Show Big Increase 


Previous to the past year there 
were little activities in postal sav­ 
ings at the Arlington Heights post 
office, but during 
the 
past few’ 
months there has been a big change, 
the deposits today equaling, if not 
surpassing the time 
deposits of 
many banks. Where there was only 
one patron twro years ago, there are 
now over a hundred active accounts. 
Uncle Sam pays only two per 
cent interest on accounts on deposit 
over three months and the system 
was not designed to take the place 
of banks as the deposit certificates 
are not transferable. 
The 
daily 
clearings on money orders are noth­ 
ing small. The regular receipts of 
the postoffice have 
not 
been in­ 
creased by the higher rates of pos­ 
tage, but money order and postal 
savings windows are not waiting 
customers.

Reading Warns Ar­ 
lington P.T.A. 


While most 
parents 
would be 
concerned if they found their chil­ 
dren associating with 
boys and 
girls of low’ character, books can 
be just as degrading, 
coarsening 
and conducive to crime as any per­ 
sons can be, according to a speaker 
at the Arlington Heights P. T. A. 
Tuesday evening, Miss Irene Geltch 
of the Thomas Hughes room of the 
Chicago Public Library. 
She w’as 
introduced by Miss Irene Russell, 
principal of the South school, by 
request of Mrs. George Schneberg­ 
er, program chairman. 
Murder cases have been traced 
directly to children’s 
reading 
of 
books ot the news stand variety. A 
tagged revolver she has seen was 
one exhibit in proof of this. 
Other books of the cheap, “day 
dream” type, fantastic, idle adven­ 
ture tales, enthrall a boy into idle 
day-dreaming so 
much 
that he 
shrinks from any 
useful 
accom­ 
plishment. For girls, silly, insipid, 
sentimental books, 
especially 
in 
serials, lead them into useless and 
harmful day-dreaming and mental 
vacuity. 
Still 
another 
class 
of 
books 
which children read are “neither 
bad nor good,” but limit a child’s 
mental advancement, for lack of 
any positive w’orth.

We can understand the situation 
from your point of view as express­ 
ed in your letter of August 17. 
If, during the period from 1914 
to 1929, commutation 
rates had 
ne up in something like the same 
fftrtion as wages and other 
hings, we might have been mak­ 
ing some money out of our subur­ 
ban business and at this time free 
to make some adjustment. The 
fact is. however, that the commu­ 
tation rates as they exist today, are 
not producing enough money to pay 
for the cost of the service. 
It is only within the 
last year 
th at a few of the large suburban 
carriers in the New York suburban 
area have made an increase in their 
rates and at the start they were 
less favorable from the public point 
of view than ours. 
The montlhy ticket on this rail­ 
road used to have 54 rides. At that 
time the suburban communities 
didn’t have theatres of their own, 
so people often had to make extra 
trips to town at night or on Sun­ 
days and in response to that de­ 
mand ,the number of rides was in­ 
creased to 60 without raising the 
fares a penny. 
With the situation as it is at the 
present time, I cannot offer much 
encouragement about a change in 
the tickets or fares which would re­ 
sult in our receiving less money for 
the service than we do today, but 


The total securities outstanding 
against railroad properties twen­ 
ty-five (25) years ago amounted to 
between three and four times the 
intrinsic value of the properties.

In the last year six or eight fam ­ 
ilies who have visited us in Arling­ 
ton Heights have been enthusiastic 
over the idea of moving out there

monthly ticket. Then it was over. 
They have all moved during the 
period, but to places at lower rent­ 
al within the city carfare range. 
They, like nearly everybody else, 
have suffered drastic reductions in 
income and are typical prospective 
commuters. 
The income from suburban pas­ 
senger service must also be consid­ 
ered in conjunction with suburban 
freight service. 
The less attract­ 
ive you make the suburban rates 
the slower will the population you 
serve grow7 and, likewise, your in­ 
come therefrom from both sources. 
W ith the 60 ride ticket, even 
those who still work 51i days per 
week have six or 
eight 
unused 
rides. 
Those who 
work 
5 days 
weekly have 12 or 14 at the least. 
It just doesn’t make sense. 
W ith a 46 ride ticket, those wish­ 
ing to make extra trips to the city 
would be compelled to use their 
25 ride tickets. 
Let’s forget the history, approach 
the problem in the light of here and 
now7 and use plain horse sense econ­ 
omics as the basis for a sound de­ 
cision.
